Phillips Academy moved into a 
new educational arena of coor- 
dination with public schools when 
its trustees gave the green light 
Saturday to the Complementary 
Schools Project proposal for nine 
Short Term Institutes for high 
school teachers and students at 
the Academy next year. 

The trustees ‘enthusiastically 
approved”’ a pilot program for 
nine six-week institutes to run 
concurrently three a term with 
the regular Phillips Academy 
educational program. 

The short-term institutes, the 
first specific projects to emerge 
from under the conceptual um- 
brella of the Complementary 
Schools Project, will each bring 
approximately 20 students or 
teachers from school districts all 
over the nation together for a six- 
week residential program 
centered on a single course or 
topic, under an experienced 
Phillips Academy faculty 
member. Three institutes will be 
run each’term, and the PA facul- 
ty involved will be relieved of 
other teaching duties during that 
term. 

Institute participants will be 
housed in the Williams Hall com- 
plex of buildings; ninth grade 
students used to live in these 
buildings before the Academy’s 
most recent dormitory building 
program brought them closer to 
the center of the campus. Par- 

ticipants in the short-term in- 
stitutes will find the facilities of 
the largest coeducational boar- 
ding school in the country at their 
disposal.

Institutes will be financed by in- 
dividual tuitions, public monies 
perhaps from funds for special 
‘‘sifted’’ students, and by founda- 
tion grants from the local area 
students. Current plans for tui- 
tion set the cost about $100 per 
student week. The nine Institutes 
for 1974-75, are offered as a pilot 
program, with outside evaluation 
planned to measure the success 
of these initial Institutes. 

The Conceptual framework of 
the Complementary Schools 
Project (CSP) was formulated 
by Theodore R. Sizer, Head- 
master of the Academy and 
former Dean of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education, 
when he discussed the need of 
today’s youth for different and 
complementary kinds of 
edueational experiences, in- 
cluding some residential educa- 
tion. He suggested that Phillips 
Academy and other residential 
schools can develop programs to 
bring public and other day school 
students to their campus for 
varying lengths of time, to com- 
plement the students’ regular 
high school experience. 

The Ford Foundation funded a 
study to explore these 
possibilities under a $40,000 
grant, and the CSP staff has dis- 
cussed the ideas with school dis- 
tricts, professional teachers’ 
organizations and individual 
school personnel.

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The Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night voted to ‘‘take under 
advisement” a citizen’s request 
that Andover back Sudbury in a 
suit against the Commissioner of 
Taxation. 

Donal T. Coleman of Andover, 
a frequent observor on the town 
scene, explained that Sudbury, 
whose taxable property is assess- 
ed at 100 percent of fair cash 
value, is being discriminated 
against in the form of state reim- 
bursements, Congressional reap- 
portionment and the like. 

Andover, Coleman says, is in 
the same category, and is also 
loosing reimbursements, in spite 
of the fact that both towns have 
conformed with a 1962 edict re- 
quiring 100 percent assessment. 

All that has to be done, 
Coleman said, is to file a two- 
page brief, an ‘“‘Amicus Curial”’ 
with the Supreme Judicial Court, 
and the town could ‘‘save a lot of 
money.” 

Also on Coleman’s mind Tues- 
day night was the Town’s method 
of jury selection, General laws, 
he said, provide that every per- 
son eligible to vote should be con- 
sidered, while it was his un- 
derstanding that the list of possi- 
ble jurors here was submitted by 
the Selectmen. 

The Board replied that the 
names are selected from street 
lists and that their method is en- 
tirely legal and satisfactory, and 
that some names reappear 
because a list extends for three 
years. 

Coleman, however, said he 
would like to see names taken 
straight from the voting list, and 
Chairman Roger Collins asked 
that he make his request in 
writing to the Town Clerk. 

The Selectmen passed on to the 
Planning Board a Coleman 
suggestion that the town consider 
a construction moratorium, so 
that Andover may better plan its 
growth, 

Methuen has such a 
moratorium, Coleman said, ad- 
ding that he felt it was needed 
here because of ‘‘spot zoning.”’ 

He also said he favored a full- 
time planner, money for which 
has been omitted from the budget 
by the Selectmen.

Selectman Alan French said 
the boundaries embody in es- 
sense, the agreement the 
Selectmen originally sought with 
Hewlett-Packard. The 100-foot 
mark was not always strictly 
adhered to, he went on, but there 
was a ‘give and take.”’ 

Whenever it appeared that 50 
feet would be insufficient for hik- 
ing trails, he said, he asked for an 
extension. 

“If asked, can we have a viable 
trail on the strip,’ he said, “‘I 
would have to give an emphatic 
yes.”

The department has been spen- 
ding about $200,000 on building 
and new construction a year, 
McQuade said, and the $200,000 in 
the coming budget, is expected to 
provide mains along Boston, 
County and Gould Roads. 

Other priority items, McQuade 
said, include construction along 
Gould Road, County Road and 
Boston Road, to get water to the 
southern part of town; along 
Reservation Road, Beacon Street 
and Cutler Road to provide water 
to the northern area, and along 
Haverhill St. 

There will also have to be a 
three million gallon reservoir at 
Prospect Reservoir within five 
years, McQuade added. 

We'll have serious fire flow 
problems within 10 years unless 
we make initial improvements, 
McQuade said. If we continued at 


the same rate of $200,000 a year, 
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iu would pe more than LU years 
before we took care of the most 
serious items.

Tuesday night's audience

Some 400 youngsters now take 
driver ed each year, picking up 
half the cost, or $27.50, 
themselves.

themselves. 

Business Manager Ed Weil 
said he felt $10,000 wasn’t much 
to pay for safe drivers who will 
be driving while they are still 
students, and Committeeman 
William Lane added that 
probably no other subject is as 
much used during a lifetime as 
driver ed, 

Dick Swift of the Athletic 
Department reported that his 
original request had been for 
$88,000, and that cutting back to 
$77,000 would eliminate many of 
the girls’ programs, as well as 
seventh and eighth grade foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball. In 
answer to the question if girls’ 
were being discriminated 
against, he said that Andover has 
had one of the largest girls’ 
programs in the area. They make 
up eight per cent of the sports 
programs, he said, while the 
national average is less than one 
per cent. 

Dr. Griggs said it would be his 
desire to see no cut in the seventh 
and eighth grade program, witha 
shift more toward development 
and instruction, and less toward 
intraschool activities. 

Edward P. Grigoli, director of 
music agreed with a citizen that 
doing away with instrumental 
music in the elementary schools 
could affect the secondary 
schools as well, because 99 per 
cent of the band and orchestra 
begin in the elementary 
programs. Some 900 students in 
the system now participate in in- 
Strumental music, he said. 

One concerned father added 
that parents have spent some 
$100,000 for instruments, in an- 
ticipation of these programs be- 
ing continued, 

One item that wouldn’t be fund- 
ed, was Tuesday night tagged the

The fund will provide Andover with $342,163 in state 
funds in 1974.

That Clause 


Doesn’t it seem to be about time local officials became 
a little more satisfied that Hewlett-Packard, the propos- 
ed industrial tenant in West Andover, intends to be a good 
neighbor? 

And, isn’t the industrial firm entitled to a little protec- 
tion for future contingencies, where a little land is in- 
volved? 

The planning board, at a hearing a week ago, looked ap- 
provingly at the plans for development of the West An- 
dover industrial area, then asked that a so-called 
‘‘reverter clause,’’ be removed from consideration. 

The firm has included the reverter clause in order that 
should future expansion be necessary, the land would be 
available for setting proper boundary lines. 

Hewlett-Packard has affirmed it has no intention of 
building on the riverfront property it will allow the town 
to use for conservation and trail use. 

But the planners would feel more comfortable ap- 
parently with the reverter clause removed. 

Frankly, we feel that the land under consideration has 
been discussed for too long a period of time. The medical 
electronics manufacturing company and 
Arkwright/Boston Insurance Co., the land owners, have 
repeatedly assured the town of intentions of keeping the 
land open accessible to the public. 


Agreements were negotiated in good faith between the 
town and Hewlett-Packard, particularly through the ef- 
torts of Selectman Alan F. French, which seem satisfac- 
tory to the town and the company. 


Why then, should there be continued concern over the 
100 foot strip of riverfront property? 

After town meeting last year, subsequent negotation 
and agreements, it would appear that sufficient 
safeguards are provided tor the town.

Coleman knows his way around 
Commonwealth circles by virtue 
of government activities that 
began back when he was at An- 
dover High, serving on the Area 
Student - Faculty Government 
Conference.

first learned about the Sudbury 
suit against the Department of 
Taxation, which he would like 
Andover to join. Both towns 
legally have 100 percent assess- 
ment, and as such, he claims, are 
being cheated out of state reim- 
bursements. 

It's also because of his rounds 
at the State House, he says, that 
he knows what other towns are 
getting in the way of funds. ‘‘An- 
dover hasn’t even gone looking 
for any,’ he says. 

But, he goes on, ‘‘the only thing 
the Selectmen have really ever 
taken me up on was to petition 
the Legislative Redistricting 
Committee for one legislative 
seat for Andover. He made that 
suggestion just about a year ago, 
he says, then followed it up 
through the Governor’s office 
and the various committees. 

Coleman says he may run for 
the legislature in November, 
‘because you need a doer in the 
State House.”’ ‘‘A Freshman 
Representative really has to do 
some hard work there,’ he goes 
on, ‘It’s a full time job.” 

He adds that he has asked for 
support of many Republican 
Representatives . 

Coleman also is founder of the 
Andover Concerned Taxpayers, a 
group that meets monthly or so, 
usually on Saturday morning or 
afternoon at the Memorial Hall, 
to make it easy for the older peo- 
ple to come. : 

The question and answer 
sessions recently were attended 
by the School Committee, and 
coming guests include Senator 
Saltonstall, who will talk on the 
governor's budget, and hopefully 
the candidates for town elec- 
tions.
